CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

InN the senate, on the 7th.a number of peti- 
tions and memorials against the Wilson bill 
were presented, and an amendment putting 
that measure in force in January, 1896, instead 
of August, 1894, offered by Mr. Cameron, was re- 
ferred to the finance committee. The senate 
then took up the bill for the repeal of the fed- 
eral elections laws, which, after the rejection 
of a number of amendments, was passed: 
Yeas, 39; nays, 28......Jn the house. after rou- 
tine business. the special order, the considera- 
tion of the Hawaiian resolutions, was taken 
up. The vote on the question developed no 
nuorum, but on a second roll-call the resolu- 
tion was agreed to: Yeas. 177: nays, 7. Mr. 
Boutelle’s privileged resolution was defeated. 
P1 to 161. 


IN the senate. on the &th. the chief discus- 
sion was upon the resolution previously offered 
by Mr. Stewart, declaring that the secretary 
of the treasury has no authority to issue bonds 
except under the resumption act, and that 
there is no present necessity for the sale of 
bonds for the purpose specified in that act, 
which went over......In the house, after an at- 
tempt by Mr. Reed to have the journal cor- 
rected, Mr, Bland moved to ga into committec 
of the whole to consider his seigniorage coin- 
ing bill. and after most of the session had been 
lost by filibustering against the motion. it pre- 
vailed and Mr. Bland opened the debate upon 
the bill. 

THE senate was not in seasion on the Ath. 

In the house. in committee of the whole. the 
Bland seigniorage bill was taken up. and Mr. 
Bland concluded his remarks. The other 
speakers were Mr. Stone (rep., Pa.), against 
the bill: Mr. MceKeighan (ind.. Neb.\, in its 
favor: Mr. Harter (dem., O.), in opposition, and 
Mr. Kilgore (dem.. Tex.), in advocacy of it. 

THE senate was not in session on the 10th.... 
In the house. the Stanford eulogies were post- 
poned and made a special order for the 12th. 
The death of Mr. Houk was announced by Mr 
Outhwaite, a committee to attend the remains 
to Ohio was appointed by the speaker, and out 
ofrespect to the deceased the house adjourned. 


IN the senate, on the 12th, a large number of 
petitions against the various clauses of the 
Wilson tariff bill were presented and Mr. Gal- 
linger offered a substitute for the bill. Anum 
ber of bills of minor importance were passed, 
after which Mr. Gray spoke on the resolution 
declaring it inexpedient at this time to con- 
rider further the question of annexation of Ha- 
wali. Another message from the president 
transmitting Hawaiian correspondence was 
presented. After passing resolutions the 
senate, as a further mark of respect to thelate 
Representative Houk, of Ohio. adjourned. ... 
in the honse a uumber of bills were passed, 
and the urgency deticiency bill was taken up in 
committee of the whole 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL 

THE democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee held a meeting in 
Washington on the 94th. Senator 
Faulkner, of Virginia, was elected 
president: Hon. Lawrence Gardiner, of 
Washington, secretary. and John L. 
Norris, of Washington, treasurer. 

A REQUISITION was issued, on the 9th, 
by Gov. Matthews of Indiana on the 
governor of Kansas for H. A. Sackett, 
who is wanted at Elkhart, Ind., on ac- 
count of the part he took in an elope- 
ment with Frances Davenport. 

Mas. Ben Burrerwortit is collect- 
ing and editing all of the speeches that 
were delivered at all the congresses of 
the World's fair. According to the 
major’s own estimate the printing of 
this work will cost $250,000, but he ex- 
pects to have it done at the expense 
of the government. 

FRANK MUssER, a young man of Lan- 
caster, Pa., who a year ago had an 
arm torn off by a broken cable of the 
Laneaster Traction Co., has been 
awarded $20,500 damages by arbitra- 
tors. , 

Tur French government hasappoint- 
ed Counsellor Siemeisser, of Madge- 
burg, a delegate to the silver inquiry 
commission. 

THE Russo-German commercial treaty 
has been signed by representatives of 
the two contracting powers. 

On the 12th Rt. Hon. Sir Harry Ver- 
ney died at his resideace, Claydon 
house, Buckinghamshire, England. 

CHARGES of malfeasance have been 
made in Pittsburgh. Ps , against John 
P. Eberhart, preside.;t. and William 
Springer, secretar;, of the Window-

PROSECUTING ATTORNEY FRAZER has 
bezun an investigation into the frauds 
committed in Detroit, Mich., in con- 
nection with the raising of the figures 
on the salary-amendment returns in 
1891 and 1895.' 

Ox the 12th Dr. Horatio Quincey But- 
terfield, president of the Olivet (Mich.) 
college, died of pneumonia, after a 
short illness. 

CONGRESSMAN Wiison, chairman of 
the house ways and means committee, 
who had been lIving ill at the Coates 
house in Kansas City, Mo., was some- 
what better on the 12th, and expected 
soon to resume his journey to Mexico. 

Justice BRADLEY. inthe circuit court 
of the District of Columbia, on the 12th, 
denied the writ of mandamus prayed 
by C. T. Riker. of Chicago. to compel 
the secretary of the treasury to turn 
over to him the entire yew issue of 
$50,000,000 treasury bonds, but granted 
him the right to be heard by counsel. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 
THE old corvette Kearsarge, which 
svon historic fame by sinking the con- 
federate cruiser Alabama off Cher- 
bourg, France. on Sunday, June 19, 
1864, was wrecked on Roncador reef, on 
the 2d, while en route from Port au 
Prinee, Hayti, to Bluefields. Nicara- 
gua. The officers and crew were saved. 
On the 9th the British steamer Prim- 
rose struck on a rock in the fog off 
the coast of Cornwall,and was wrecked. 
Her crew was saved in small boats. 
Tue German steamer Adolph Woer- 
mann, of 1,301 tons, which sailed from 
Hamburg. January 11, for African 
ports, was wrecked at Nifu, Liberia. 
Everybody on board landed safely, but 
her cargo was lost, 


On the 9th William Zimmerman, 
aged 44. and his son George, aged 18, 
were horribly burned by an explosion 
of gas in the Nottingham mine of the 
Dodson Coal Co.,. at Plymouth, Pa. 

J. J. McBripe, an electrician who at- 
tempted about a year ago to throw his 
wife out of a fifth-story window in the 
Boston hotel, Chicago, after he had 
been through her efforts pardoned out 
of the penitentiary, where he was 
serving aterm for forgery, committed 
suicide in Denver, Col., on the 9th. He 
left a letter to his former wife, now 
Mrs. E. V. Meyers, telling her he could 
not live without her. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

More than 5,000 Quakers in England 
have signed a protest against the vivi- 
section of animals. 

THE Russian government, it is stated, 
will give notice to France that the 
Franco-Russian commercial treaty will 
be terminated at the end of 1894 if 
France persists in putting into effect, 
aS against Russia, the proposed new 
duties on imported grain. 

On the 10th tests of a new magneto 
telephone were made between New 
York and Chicago in the presence of 
representatives of the Western Tele- 
phone Construction Co. and officials of 
the several telegraph and telephone 
companies. The result is said to have 
shown a vast superiorty of the mag- 
neto over the Bell system. 

Tue statement issued by the asso- 
ciated banks of New York city for 
the week ended the 10th showed the 
following changes: Reserve, decrease, 
$25,980,300; loans, increase, $13,045,500; 
specie, decrease, $21,759,200: legal ten- 
ders, decrease, $8.638,100; deposits, de- 
crease, $17,632,000; circulation, decrease, 
$180,500. 

THE New York city associated banks 
held $85,655,700 in excess of the require- 
ments of the 25-per-cent. rule on the 
10th. The enormous falling off in sur- 
plus reserve is explained by the pay- 
ments into the treasury on account of 
the new government loan. 

THE first celebration by the fraternal 
organizations took place at the Mid- 
Winter exposition. in San Francisco, 
on the 12th. It was in honor of the 
Independent Order of Gooa Templars. 
The weather was pleasant and the 
grounds were crowded. 

On the 12th the net treasury halance 
was $157,544,524, of which 8104,112,5 
was gold coin. All but 4,000,000 had 
been turned in on account of the recent 
bond issue. 

ON the 12th the navy department re- 
ceived advices confirmatory of the dis- 
patches announcing the arrival of the 
City of Para at Colon, with the crew of 
the wrecked United States cruiser 
Kearsarge. 

On the 12th the business portion of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., suffered from a seri- 
ous water famine, as the result of a 
break in the largest main in the city. 
The large stores, clubs, hotels, mils, 
newspaper offices, etc.. were greatly 
inconvenienced.

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BY WIND AND WAVE. 


Awfa! Destruction Wrought by the 
Blements. 


A Win4-Storm of Cyclonic Intensity in 
Kentucky—Terrible Cycione in Mis- 
“issippi-- The Disturbances 
Widespread and General. 


The Worst for Twonty-Three Year's. 

Cmicaeo, Feb. 13.—The worst bliz- 
zard which ever struck this city so far 
as the weather bureau records show 
for tytnty-three years is raging heve. 
Street traffic is greatly impeded and 
walkisg is accomplished with great 
danger to life and limb. Many per- 
sons hgve already been injured by be- 
ing blown to the ground, against walls 
and street posts by the wind. ‘The 
velocity is 80 miles an hour, the high- 
est eve recorded for this city, and al- 
most double the velocity of the wind 
which is blowing a blizzard in the 
western states. The following stzte- 
ment was made by the chief of the 
weather bureau to the United Press 
correspondent this morning: 

“This storm started on the south 
coast of California Saturday morning, 
and Sunday it struck Texas. This 
mornivg it was central in the Ohio 
valley. There is over Lake Superior 
an area of very high pressure, and its 
proximity to the storm center of the 
Ohio valley has caused the abnormally 
high wind in this vicinity. The storm 
has stopped in the southwest and will 
stop in this neighborhood to-nighs, 
followed by fair weather with a cold 
wave te-morrow. The wind is now &0 
miles an hour, blowing from the north- 
east. Jt will shift to the northwest by 
to-morrow morning and moderate 
greatly. The storm is now moving 
eastward. This is the highest steady 
wind since the bureau was es- 
tablished, twenty-eight years ago. 
The thermometer is 25 degrees above 
zero, but it will go down to zero when 
the wind abates.”* 

The wind was so furious at the cor- 
ners where sky-serapers are built, es- 
pecially the Monadnock and Annex 
block, hounded by Jackson, Van Buren 
and Dearborn streets and Custom 
House place, that extra policemen gave 
al! their attention to the pedestrians. 
Dozens of women were lifted from their 
feet and blown to the ground, or else 
pushed across the streets until they 
came in violent contact with walls and 
other obstructions. 

Mrs. Brahaney, of 361 South Clinton 
street. a char-woman at the Art insti- 
tute, was lifted in the air and dashed 
against the fire-plug at the Dearborn 
and Van Buren street corner. Two of 
her ribs were broken, and it is sup- 
posed she is internally injured. She 
lay in the snow drift until men ran to 
her rescue and the police ambulance 
took her home. The gusts of wind and 
blinding particles of snow frightened 
meu as wellas women from attempt- 
ing to cross Dearborn street at Van 
Buren. The fate of others kept them 
within sheltering doorways. Civilians 
and policemen became a volunteer 
brigade, aud on the principle that in 
union is strength they Jovked arms 
with the belated office workers and 
crossed in safety. 

The cable and horse car lines are 
badiy crippled by the snow storm. 
Four horses are being used on the 
horse cars on nearly all lines, and even 
then after a fair ‘load had been taken 
on, the drivers are afraid to come toa 
complete stop lest they should be un- 
able to start again. The mails also 
suffered seriously from the storm, near- 
ly al] the trains arriving in the city 
being from one to three hours late. 


Thriliing Adventure of Two Hundred 
Sight-Ssers Afloat on a Bridge. 


Menruis, Tenn., Feb. 13.--A storm 
of great intensity was centrai over 
Arkansas Sunday night, and rain fel} 
in torrents at Little Rock and vicinity, 
and for some time the wind blew with 
tremendons foree, tearing down signs 
and driving all pedestrians indoors. 
Ineight hours .79 of an inch of rain 
had fallen. 

At 7 o'clock vesterday morning the 
thermometer stood 26 degrees above 
zero, a fallof 24 degrees since 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. 

The Arkansas river at Little Rock 
began falling Sunday morning, but the 
decline svon stopped and the water be- 
gan to rise again. 

The steamer Reese Pritehard ar- 
rived yesterday. Capt. Drake brought 
full particulars of the accident to the 
Dardanelle bridge. An attempt was 
made to swing in the bridge to prevent 


it from being washed away by the ris- | 


ing water. Nearly 200 men. women 
and children got on the bridge to see 
the sights. Instead of enjoying them- 
selves they had a _  terriblé = ex- 
perience. Just as the bridge 
was being swung around the ca- 
ble broke and the bridge was swept 
down the river with its human load. 
One quarter of a mile from where the 
bridge had broken away, the steamer 
Reese Pritchard was plying down the 
river. Capt. Drake saw the floating 
bridge coming and commanded tfiat 
the boat be headed up thé river and 
ali hands attempt to stop it. This was 
done by great efforts. The bridge was 


towed to shore and afterwards pulled | 


up high and dry. 

The Mississippi river continues to 
rise ata very rapid rate and a disas- 
trous flood is expected. 


A Wind-Storm of Cyclonic Intensity in 
Kentucky. 


LOvISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 15.--A wind- 
storm of cyclonic intensity and force 


by blizzard conditions of intense cold 
and swirling snow. 

Many reports of minor damages have 
been received froin the interior of the 
state. So far no serious casualties 
were reported, but the telegraph serv- 
ice is badly demoralized and many 
towns cannot be communicated with. 
In the central part of the state the 
storm assumed the character of a 
bouncing cyclone, unroofing many 
houses, and skipping others apparently 
in its path. 

Near Lexington the large Pepper dis- 
tillery was unroofed and otherwise 
damaged. A number of large barns in 
other sections were destroyed, and the 
loss caused by the destruction of out- 
buildings, fences and shade trees will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. 

In Louisville little damage was done, 
but considerable alarm prevailed on 
the river front. where the steamboats 
were exposed to the greatest force of 
the wind. 

The wreckage of the Jeffersonville 
bridge came near causing the destrue- 
tion of the large ferry steamer City of 
Jeffersonville. The boat was caught 
by the wind and turned almost around 
nearly striking one of the piers. The 
pilot put the steamer about, prevent- 
inge an accident. 


Seventy Men in a Perilous Position. 

CHicaao, Feb. 12.--Seventy men, 
with blankets strapped across them, 
are huddled together iu the third-story 
of the waterworks crib off Sixty-eighth 
street. Waves filled with ice are 
dashing savagely against the 
structure and washing through 
the lower stories, whose win- 
dows have been smashed in by 
the storm. If the men are not 
washed away it is likely they will be 
severely prostrated by the cold, for 
they have no fire. They represent the 
day and night shifts at work on the 
new tunnel. A fruitless effort to reach 
the men by the tug Rosalie to-day 
nearly resulted in the wreck of the 
hoat and the five brave men. 
Relief will be sent out to the erib early 
in the morning if the storm abates.

Great Loss of Life in Oklahoma. 

GuTuHnrik, Okla., Feb. 12.--A_ terrific 
snow and sleet blizzard has been rag- 
ing for forty-eight hours, the worst 
ever known here. The trains are all 
blockaded and all communication is 
cut off. so it is impossible to 
get full) reports, but it is cer- 
tain that there have been 
a large number of fatalities among the 
settlers of the Cherokee strip. ‘Two 
families near Ponea perished and a 
man was found dead east of here in 
Lincoln county. Large numbers of 
cattle and other stock perished and 
much damage was done to fruit trees 
throughout the territory. 


Great Destruction of Proparty and Loss 
of Human Lif>. 

Mewrunis, Tenn., Feb. 12.--A 
to the Commercial 
Miss., says: 

A terrible evelone between 
Martinsville and Beauregard, forty 
miles south of here, at a Jate hour last 
night. The eyclone was about a mile 
wide and everything was leveled in its 
path. <A great many houses were 
swept from their foundations, trees 
twisted off, fences destroyed, several 
people killed and «a great many seri- 
ously injured. 

The neighbors for miles around have 
gathered and are caring as best they 
can for the wants of the distressed. 
Every physician in that section has 
been busy all day attending to the 
wounded. At this point there was a 
strong gale, but no damage was done.

All telegraph wires 
north are down, About #100 has been 
subscribed to the destitute sufferers by 
citizens of Wesson. 


Accidents Du; to the Storm in St. Louis. 
St Louris, Feb. 15.—The heavy snow 
fa}} Sunday night and this morning 
played havoe with many of the tele- 
phone wires im various parts of the 
city. It broke several on the down- 
town portion of Morgan street, whose 
| dangling ends were responsibie for the 
killing of two horses. 

About 10 o’elock Sunday night a 
| horse attached to a cab belonging to 
ithe Metropolitan Stables Co. stepped 
on the end of a live wire while run- 
ning rapidly west on Morgan street 
and fell over dead. 

At 5:30 this morning a horse at- 
tached to a bakery wagon owned by 
iGeorge Theis met a similar fate. 
The animal was struck by 
the end of a wire which hung out from 
a telegraph pole and dropped to the 
ground dead. The sudden stopping of 
tre wagon threw the driver head fore- 
inost into the snow, and he narrowly 
escaped death by alighting on his back 
just a few inches from the end of the 
wire. Bothaccidents were accompanied 
by unlooked-for pyrotechnics, caused 
by telephone wires which crossed elec- 
tric-light wires, end sput‘ered and

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THE CAUSES OF IT, 


Investication Into the 
Alleged Depression in the Grain and 
Cattle Industries—The Concentration of 
Baying and Shipping Facililies and the 
Great Packing IlUndustries Thought to 
Be In Part Reponsible. 


WasHiInaron, Feb. 11. 
Peffer, chairman of the sub-committee 
of the conmittee on agriculture, whieh 
has been investigating the causes of 
the alleged depression in the grain- 
growing and cattle-grazing states of 
the west and northwest, has completed 
his report, and as soon as it is read and 
acted upon by his colleagues of the 
sub-committee, 
Washburne will lay it 
whole committee. It is a 
document, making 
printed pages. 

Concerning this report 
says> It appears that in 
states farming lands under good man- 
agement have not only maintained 
their fertility, but have inereased in 
productiveness. Giving proper weight 
to all local and special conditions whieh 
affect prices, taking the country over, 
including land and farm products, a 
general depreciation, amounting to 
abont 50 per cent., is found 

As to the causes for the depreciation 
the report specifies a large number of 
co-operative agencies 
worked together.

CONGRESSMAN WILSON SICK. 


He is Confident of the Passage of the 
Tariff and Revenue Hill Bearing His 
Name by the Senate by a Comfortable 
Majority and that It Will Provea Bless- 
ing. 

Kansas City,"Mo., Feb. 11.—Con- 
gressman Wilson, of West Virginia, 
did not speak here last night nor did 
he partake of the very handsome ban- 
quet provided at the Midland hotel by 
local democrats. A tremendous audi- 
ence was disappointed in consequence. 

At 7 o'clock last night Dr. Porter, a 
local physician, positively forbade Mr. 
Wilson to leave hisroom. His physical] 
condition was such, the doctor said, to 
venture out would be exceedingly 
dangerous. 

Mr. Wilson, accompanied by his wife 
and youngest dauyhter and Congress- 
man John C. Tarsney, arrived at the 
Union depot over the Santa Fe rail- 
way from Chicago at 9 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Mr. Wilson was quite 
sick, and it was against his physicians’ 
advice that he made the journey to 
this city. 

Immediately after breakfast Mr. Wil- 
son went to bed, where he remained 
until noon. From 4 to 6 o'clock yves- 
terday afternoon he held a reception 
at the Coates hotel. There were inany 
callers. 

Mr. Wilson is enthusiastie over the 
passage of his bill. He predicts that 
great benefits will resuit from its en- 
actment into a law. He says every 
congressional district in West Virginia 
will be democratic after the next elec- 
tion. The Wilson bill will pass the 
senate by a comfortable majority, he 
thinks. He is not so sanguine con- 
cerning the passage of the income tax 
He expects considerable op- 
position to it in the senate and so 
will not venture to prophecy its fate. 
If enacted it will help out the 
estimated deficiency in the revenue of 

76,000,000 to be caused by the passage 
of the Wilson bill, to the extent of $50,- 

000,000, but Mr. Wilson does not con- 

sider its passage indispensible, as he

LONG-DISTANCE TELEPHONY. 


Astonishingly Successful Experiments Be- 
tween New York and Chicago—A Giant 
Rival for the Bell Monepoly—An Au. 
tomatic System Doing Away with “Cen- 
trvl.” 


New York, Feb. 





11.—Tests of a new 


magneto telephone were made between | 


New York and Chicago last evening ia 
the presence of representatives of the 
Western Telephone Construction Co. 
and officials of the several telegraph 


and telephone companies. Connection 
was made with the Chicazo long-dis- 


tance line through a Wall-street office, 
and an office in the Monadnock block, 


Chicago, at which latter point a large | 


number of persons interested in the 
telephone situation were assembled. 
The present Bell telephone and the 
hew magueto telephone were used al- 
ternately and the results were aston- 
ishingly in favor of the latter. The 
instruments of the new telephone 
showed remarkable clearness in talk- 
ing. A number of experts in tele- 
phony who were present pronounced 
the results obtained from the magneto 
instrument to be highly satisfactory 
and prophecied that it would displace 
the old form entirely. 

The new magneto telephone is con: 
trolled by the Western Telephone Con- 
struction Co., Chicago, which was 
started in opposition to the Bell com- 
pahy a year ago, and has already at- 
tained giant proportions. This com- 


pany is at present putting in tele- 
phones ina number of western cities, 


including Racine, Oshkosh, Sheboygan 
and Madison, Wis.; Albert Lea, Minn.; 
Benford, Ind. and has had a telephone 
exchange in operation at La Porte, 
Ind., for the past year. 

The exchange apparatus of the new 
telephone involves a new principle of 
operation, being automatic, suv that the 
central office operating service is done 
away with. Each telephone user, by 
the touch of a button automatically 
connects his line with any other line 
in the system without calling up Cen- 
tral. 

The president of the new company, 
Mr. J. E. Keelyn, has closed arrange- 
ments for the extensive use of these 
telephones by some large telegraph 
companies. 





THE WAR IN BRAZIL, 


Betrayed to the Goveaument— Movements 
at the South—New Supplies and Troops 
for the Insurgents. 


MonTEVIDEO, Feb. 12.—A dispatch 
dated at Rio de Janeiro reached this 
city by mail yesterday. It said: ‘‘At- 
tempts have been made on land re- 
cently to help the insurgent fleet, but 
they have collapsed, as the names of 
the plotters were betrayed to the gov- 
ernment, and the leaders of the con- 
spiracy were arrested. Among the 
prisoners are twenty officers, two of 
them generals. 

‘Reports of insurgent movements in 
the south are contradictory. It is re- 
ported that the insurgents are still 
pushing across the Sao Paulo frontier. 
Although the large army long expected 
to reinforce the insurgent fleet has not 
appeared, Admiral da Gama has gained 
strength recently. Many men have 
joined the fleet and abundant supplies 
have reached him from the tnear-by 
country. 








Repulsed at Nictheroy. 

Lonpon, Feb. 12.—A_ dispatch 
eeived from Buenos Ayres says: “It 
is officially announced from Rio de 
Janeiro that the insurgents hare been 
repulsed at Nictherov. Many prison- 
ers were taken, including several na- 
val oflicers. The insurgents have cap- 
tured Passofundo, Alegreto, Monopay, 
Cruzalta and Soledad, allin Rio Grande 
do Sul. A dispatch dated at Monte- 
video on the 10th says that the com-
